An inexperienced cook | 
would better Jet the liquid get quite 
tepid, and mix the yeast with it. If 
one grips the handle of a tablespoon 
and braces the forefinger in the bowl, 
kneading with a spoon is easy. 

" This was set to rise covered closely 
to prevent evaporation. When doubled 
it was stirred down and allowed to 
rise again when it was easy to handle 
to make iittle balls to flatten’ out in 
muffin rings. “ Tops and bottoms ” may 
be made by putting a few chopped nuts 
between two layers. Let stand a few 
minutes, wet top with cold water, bake 
in hot oven or one at 460 degrees. If
